FERDINAND WARD. 


The Financial Wrecker of Gen. Grant Grief- 
Stricken— Ward's Appearance. 
Bu Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, August 8.—Ferdinand Ward's move- 
ments, as affected by the death of Gen. Grant, have 
not been carefully noted. Ontheday of the an- 
nouncement of the hero’s demise, Ward purchased 
a number of portraits of Grant, and, asssisted by 
some of the officials of Ludlow Street Jail, 
placed them in conspicuous positions 
about the building. While occupied in 
this manner he was evidently careful to let no im- 
pressions drep which might be taken as indications 
of what he wasthinking. It was only by afew 
stray words that he betrayed himself. One of his 
remarks was to the effect that the General's death 
was by far the greatest trial he had been called 
upon to bear during his stay in Ludlow Street Jail. 
This is borne out by Ward's appearance since the 
event occurred. He has become very thin and 
cadaverous, seldom appearing in the yard of the 

ail, the usual gathering place of the prisoners in 

e weather, appearing to have no desire to 
enter into the few amusements w the jafl pro- 
vides. He is visited daily by his counsel and long 
discussions ensue. That Ward is getting ready for 
a vigorous defense in the fall is evidenced in many 
ways. It f said that he has until lately been

but that lately he has disposed of them, also that 
he has begun to economize in many ways. He is 
reported as having said that General Grant's death 
and consequent inability to be present upon his 
trial will have a very adverse effect upon bis 
prospects of acquittal. but with even this disad- 
vantage he considers himself able to clear himself 
from allthe charges brought against him.

Yesterday’s Heavy Kainstorm Causes 
Great Damage and Inconvenience. 

Cuicaao, III., August 3.— The great rainstorm 
stopped at midnight. The rainfall in the pre- 
ceding twelve hours was 5.58 idches, an inch more 
than the entire rainfall during the month of August 
in either of the last three years and the geratest fall 
within the time specified on record. .The fall was 
so great and rapid that the sewers were unable to 
earry off the volume of water. The 420 miles of 
sewer pipe are constructed on the basis of allowing 
au inch of rainfall an hour, while yesterday it ex- 
ceeded two inches. The Superintendent of Sewers 
is of the opinion that the flusbing of the sewers will 
prove beneficial, thoroughly purging them. thus 
proving beneficial to the public health. The paved 


streets throughout the city, this morning, particu- 
larly the stone paved ones, have ‘he appear- 
ance of having deen scrubbed clean 
with brooms. Many of the Grant 
decorations on the public and private buildings are 
vedraggied and torn. The damage by the flooding 
of basements was heavy. Early in the afternoon 
basements and cellars that were more than ten feet 
in depth soon contained between two and three feet 
of water. Thousands of rats poured from the sew- 
ers and the basements as the water bean to fill up 
the conduits. The rats ran around the streets, 
scurrying hither and thither, in their

THERE is no reason to doubt that the cholera 
has reappeared in Marseilles, but it is illogical 
to argue that therefore it will “spread rapidly 
through France,” as the Globe-Democrat puts 
it this morning. The cholera reaped its harvest 
of death in Marseilles all through the summer 
of last year, but did not spread through France. 
The cholera is not limited ‘by geographical

Ir is now understood that Attorney-General 
GaRLAND’s opinion, recently filed, pronounces 
the Cherokee Strip leases and all the other land 
leases in the Indian Territory illegal. He holds 
in effect that all cattlemen occupying and 
grazing those lands under color of the 
alleged leases are trespassers whose presence 
there is a violation of law. And yet it is said 
that the Government will not take cognizance 
of their trespass, nor order their removal, 
except in those eases where, as in the case of 
the Oklahoma boomers and the Cheyenne 
reservation leases, they threaten to involve the 
Government in serious trouble with the 
Indians. This amounts to a promise that the 
unlawful occupation of Indian land by cattle 
companies will be winked at and tolerated so 
long as they satisfy the Indians and no imme- 
diate harm from it is threatened. But that is 
just what former Administrations have done, 
and who can estimate the harm that may come 
from persistent violations of law systematically 
tolerated? It seemsto usthat the only safe 
and just thing isto enforee, without fear or 
favor, the laws that exclude white citizens from 
the Indian Territory, or declare at once that 
they will not be enforced against anybody. 
The Administration will certainly put itself in 
a false position and breed trouble for the Gov- 
ernment if it attempts to discriminate between 
law-breakers, and to permit a favored few of 
them to evade taxation and to hold possession 
of the grazing lands of the Indian Territory 
while all others are excluded. 


A Job Squelcked.

Governor Marmaduke has refused to sanction the 
action of the commission in selecting Kansas City 
as the place for the branch Penitentiary, and has 
instructed the Commissioners to secure another 
location. This act of Governor Marmaduke in itself 
is enough to secure for him the thanks and admira- 
tion of the citizens of the entire State. When it is 
considered that the bill providing for the establish- 
ment of the branch Penitentiary was originated 
and carried through the Legislature by the Kansas 
City influence, for the sole purpose of benefiting 
Kansas City, and with the positive understanding 
that it was to have complete control of the institu- 
tion, Marmaduke’s prompt action in sitting down 
on the whole outfit should bring forth a hearty 
amen from every taxpayer of the State. Had he 
given his consent to the job, there is no doubt that 
the Kansas City branch Penitentiary would have 
become a corrupt institution. Several firms had 
already made arrangements to figure as beneficia- 
ries, and there is no telling where it would have 
ended. Governor Marmaduke may not provea 
popular magistrate with the politicians, but the 
first half a year of his administration proves that 
he is incorruptible. and is watchful of the people's 
interest. The location of the branch Penitentiary 
is still an open question.
